At the last session of the 
Canadian Parliament we somewhat 
increased that preference. 

Now Mr. Chairman, I have tried 
to tell you something of Canada, its 
climate, its resources and its) peo- 
ple. I believe that I have told you 
the truth. IT have not allowed my 
own enthusiasm to paint mis lead- 
ing pietures. The immigration in- 
to Canada, is without a parallel in 
modern times. The area of eultiva- 
ted land is increasing very fast. One 
thing we are badly in need of, is an 
enlarged — transportation — service, 
Last vear the Canadian Pacifie, the 
Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Railways, were taxed to their 
utmost. They simply eould not 
handle all the business. 

The Grand Trunk Pacifie Co. is 
now under agreement with the Do- 
minion, to construct a transcontin- 
ental line from Moncton N.B. on the 
Atlantic, to Prince Rupert, on the 
Pacific. This will be nearly four 
thousand miles of new road, and is 
to be finished in four years, that is 
1911. This will make Edmonton the 
divisional point of three railway sys- 


tems. But even that will be hardly 
keeping pace with the increased 
trade. 


In view'of this, the Government | 
has expresed its willingness to give ' 


assistance toward the construction 
of a railway to the Hudson's Bay. 


This Hudson’s Bay Railway propo- | 


sition is one to which I would like 
to draw special attention. 
that it should receive the support 
‘of the Imperial Government because 


the Pacific. I have pointed out to 
you that the distance from Halifax 
to Victoria is over thirty five hun- 
dred miles, but the distance from 
Port Churchill to Prince Rupert 
would not exceed fifteen hundred 
miles and would tap a_ rich agricul- 
tural country.

THE LAST BIG ROUND UP. 


What is, it is said, likely to prove 
the last big round up of cattle in 
the provinee is now taking place in 
Southern Alberta. Mr. Howell 
Harris, who has been identified with 
the cattle industry in Southern Al- 
berta sinee the early 70’s in his man- 
agement of the I. G. Baker and Co,'s 
and Conrad Bros, ranches for the 
past 25 years , made the above state- 
ment to the Calgary Albertan re- 
cently. Mr. Harris had just come 
in from the Company's cattle ranch 
on the Little Bow, south of Gleich- 
en, and in answer to an enquiry as 
to the loss of cattle in that district 
he said that the loss would not be 
kaown until after the spring round- 
up.
